Advance Knee-Deep in Mud.

The 
recent rains already had turned this 
‘whole. section into a vast morass, in 
which men sank to their knees or to 
their waists, and even were engulfed to 
tneir necks, as they made their arduous 
way forward. Last night rain again 
tell to add to the difficulties of the 
situation; but,this morning the sun was 
struggling through the clouds to cast 
some measure of warmth over this bleak 
and dreary waste.
